Mrs Ruth Da­ 
vis. attempted to prevent the pork­ 
ers from being taken. 
Mrs. Sharrah and her daughter 
w’eje the principal witnesses for the 
commonwealth. No defense testi­ 
mony was offered. Galbraith was 
not represented by an attorney at 
the hearing, 
although he had 
a 
stenographer there to take testi­ 
mony. Eugene V. Bulleit, Gettys­ 
burg attorney-at-law, represented 
Sanders. 
Used Apple Money 
Testifying to the ownership of the 
hogs, Mrs. Sharrah said they were 
paid for with part of the receipts 
from a check given to Mr. and Mrs. 
Sharrah last fall by Edward Cul- 
lison for picking apples. 
Mrs. Sharrah declared she 
did 
not receive any money for picking 
apples with her husband, and that 
she claimed at least part of the 
hogs as her share of the money she 
should have received. She said that 
she paid for feed for the hogs and 
that her son-in-law. Mr. Davis, also 
found forage for them. 
Armed With Flub 
About events on 
Monday, Mrs. 
Sharrah testified that when she saw 
her husband.

I More than a half century ago, 
the publication recalls. James Ross 
Mellon, the brother of the present 
secretary 
of

treasury, 
and 
Rachel Huey Larimer, daughter of 
General William 
Larimer, prom­ 
inent in Pittsburgh history, visited 
the Holy Land on their honeymoon 
and there had pointed out to them 
the tomb of Rachel on the road 
from Jerusalem to Bethlehem 


Twenty-five years later, Mr. Mel­ 
lon purchased 4,000 acres of moun­ 
tain land near Ligonier and built 
on it “Rachelwood,” an imposing 
country residence, named for his 
wife. 
On the 
death of his 
wife, Mr 
Mellon 
commissioned a 
friend to 
visit the Holy Land and obtain the 
measurements and architectural de­ 
tails of Rachel’s tomb. 
An architect and constrution en­ 
gineers, on orders from Mr. Mellon 
erected the "Little Church in The 
Wilderness” after the original Tomb 
of Rachel and it was dedicated as 
a memorial to Mrs. Mellon and as 
a place of worship for the farm 
people and mountain residents in 
the territory lying between Ligonier 
and Blairsville. 
Since its dedication in 1925, the 
little church has had two services 
a day. In the morning, a visiting 
priest says mass for the Catholic 
residents of the valley and in the 
afternoon 
a 
protestant 
minister 
preaches a 
non-sectarian Sermon 
No offering is taken, Mr. Mellon 
paying for the maintenance of the 
church. It is one of the few edi­ 
fices in the world where Catholic 
and Protestant services are held.

Experience has taught us that 
young children can withstand cer­ 
tain diseases less effectively than 
can adults. 
Bronchopneumonia and whoop­ 
ing cough not infrequently are fatal 
to the very young, while adults are 
not seriously jeopardized by them. 
This 
difference 
in 
resistance

The child’s blood contains fewer 
red cells than that of the adult. 
Its 
white 
cells, 
picturesquely 
called the policemen of the body, 
are also fewer in number, and some­ 
what weaker in their attack on in­ 
vading germs. 
At birth the child’s heart is ap­ 
proximately one-twentieth the adult 
size. It has a smaller pumping ca­ 
pacity and hence beats faster. 
The digestive system of the young 
child differs radically from that of 
the adult. The muscles of the stom­ 
ach are weak, and the digestive 
fluids less active. 
The liver at birth is one-eight­ 
eenth the size of the body, while in 
the adult it is one-thirty-sixth the 
size of the body. 
In proportion to its bulk the 
child's body burns up more fuel. 
The three-year-old is but one-fifth 
the size of an adult, but requires 
two-fifths of an adult’s food. 
The breathing system, and the 
bones and muscles of the child also 
differ markedly from those of the 
adult. 
These 
differences 
should 
be 
borne in mind when dealing with 
children. 
Their capacities are not 
ours.

All sorts of foolish 
and extravagant notions were en­ 
tertained in regard to its provisions. 
Many were honestly of the opinion 
that, by promoting general intelli­ 
gence, it would encourage idleness 
and crime, that it would oppress 
tax-payers, and that it would prove 
subversive to the rights and liber­ 
ties of the people. But gradually, as 
people learned to understand the 
true object and purpose of the law, 
and as the advantages of general 
education became apparent to them, 
this feeling of opposition gave place 
to one of confidence and approval. 
At the first joint convention of 
county commissioners and school 
directors, held in Gettysburg, No­ 
vember, 1834, it was found th a t of 
the seventeen school districts then 
in the county, the following had 
voted to accept the free school sys­ 
tem: Berwick. Franklin, Gettysburg, 
Hamiltonban. Huntingdon, Menal- 
len and Straban—7; non-accepting: 
Conowago, 
Germany, 
Hamilton, 
Latimore, Liberty. Mountjoy. Mount- 
pleasant. Reading and Tyrone—9, 
Cumberland was not represented. 
The convention resolved to recom­ 
mend the levying of a school tax in 
each accepting district equal to dou­ 
ble the amount of state appropria­ 
tion to such district.

convention 
of* 
county commissioners and schools 
delegates held in Gettysburg, May 
4, 1835, it was found that fourteen 
districts were represented. Of these, 
Berwick. 
Cumberland, 
Franklin,

ton, Menallen and Straban, 8. voted 
as accepting: and Hamilton, Lib­ 
erty. 
Mountpleasant. 
Mountjoy,

A local school tax 
of 2 mills was voted to be levied in 
each of the accepting districts. 
At the third and last joint con­ 
vention of the county commissioners 
and school delegates, held in Get­ 
tysburg, May 2, 1836. it was ascer­ 
tained that all the districts in the j 


phoid fever in August, 1859. 
He 
was succeeded by John C. Ellis, who 
was commissioned in October of the 
same year. Mr. Ellis was elected in 
May, 1860, at a salary of $500, and 
served the full term of three years. 
In May, 1863, Aaron Sheely was 
elected at the triennial convention, 
the salary remaining the same. 
At 
a special convention of school direc­ 
tors held in ^November, 1864, the 
salary was increased to $800. 
He 
was re-elected in May, 1866, at the 
same salary. 
J. Howard West was 
elected in 1869, the salary being con­ 
tinued at the same figure. 
He re­ 
signed after serving about two and 
a half years, and was followed by 
P. D. W. Hankey for the unexpired 
term. 
In 1872 Aaron Sheely, the 
present incumbent, was again elect­ 
ed at a salary of $800 and re-elect­ 
ed in 1875, the salary being fixed 
at $1,000. 
Re-elected in 1878, 1881 
and 1884, the salary remaining the 
same. 
The Gettysburg papers of Novem­ 
ber 18, 1834, contained a call for a 
meeting of the “Teachers’ Associa­ 
tion of Adams County” to be held 
in Pennsylvania College on the 20th 
of the same month. 
The call was 
signed by Frederick Ashbaugh, as 
secretary. 
From the form of the 
call it would seem that at least one 
similar meeting was held prior to 
the one referred to. making it one 
of the earliest teachers’ meetings 
held in the state. 
Unfortunately, 
however, the local press did not, as 
now. publish the proceedings of 
these meetings, and no minutes of 
them are known to exist.

DAM TO PROTECT 
PANAMA CANAL 


Roaring Floods Of Chagres 
To Be Held In Check 
By New Project. 


William IL Ewing 
Panama 
City 
(AP)—Work 
on 
Madden dam, the $15,500,000 project 
which will provide an additional 
water supply for the Panama canal 
and hold in check the roaring floods 
of the Chagres river, will begin the 
first of the year. 
When it is completed in 1936 
there will be less danger from the 
floods such as those which recently 
filled Gatun lake to the brim and 
forced suspension of traffic in the 
waterway until opened flood gates 
and locks could carry away the sur­ 
plus water. 
The contract for actual construc­ 
tion of the dam at Alajuela. 25 miles 
inland from the Pacific, has been 
* awarded the W E. Callahan Con­ 
struction company of St. Louis and 
Peterson. Shirley A Gunther, of 
Omaha, at a joint price of $4,048,- 
557. 
Madden Bill 
The Madden bill, passed several 
years ago, appropriated $15,500,000 
for the entire work. Extensive pre­ 
liminary surveys were needed and 
as part of the project a concrete 
road has been built through the 
jungle to the site of the dam from 
Balboa. 
Because it is mechanical and must 
raise its traffic of ships as much as 
85 feet, the Panama canal con­ 
sumes water like a huge mill wheel. 
Passage of an ordinary vessel means 
that 7,000.000 cubic feet of water 
must be poured into the ocean. 
G atun lake, the canal’s regular 
source of supply, is the largest artU 
flcial lake In the world, but this 
drain upon it is bound to tell. In 
addition, 
hydrographic 
engineers 
keep a close watch on evaporation. 
Through the dry season from No­ 
vember 15 until April 15. the lake 
dries up at the rate of 9800 cubic 
feet a second. 
Evaporation pro­ 
ceeds at about half that rate in the 
rainy season when there is less 
sunshine, the air is cooler and the 
winds gentler. 
There has never been a serious 
shortage of water for the canal but 
Madden dam will remove all such 
possibilities.
